hest information I ran get, heavy 
yields can not be expected in our 
climate. Then there are a number 
of insects and /Alights that attack 
the beans, and as most of us are 
unfamiliar with th e 
methods 
of 
fighting these we would not have 
the best chance of success. There 
is another consideration from the 
standpoint 
of 
patriotism. 
The 
quantity of bean seed is very lim- 
iteVl and it is doubtful if there will 
be enough bean seed to plant tho 
entire areas in the bean growing 
regions. For this reason I feel that 
we should not use bean 
seed ex­ 
cept to a limited extent, where the 
chances are against us making a 
good crop. and at the same time 
prevent others 
from getting seed 
where the chances 
for 
making a 
crop are good. I believe there are 
a number of things w'o could plant 
that are more sure of success and 
that would make us money. There 
Is no question 
that 
soy 
beans 
would make 
more 
money 
if it 
would be possible to get the seed. 
There are a few7 bushels of seed 
available in 
the 
county7 
at 
the 
present time, enough to plant per­ 
haps IOO acres. I have persistently 
refused to quote these for parties 
out of the county, holding them 
in reserve for use 
in the county. 
Of course, they will not go very 
far, hut will help a little. 
While on the 
subject 
of 
soy 
beans let me suggest, if you have 
not planted them with your corn, 
that you do not plant them with 
your corn this year. 
This may 
seem like

strange f statement, 
coming from one wiio has so ard­ 
ently urged using the soy beans in 
the corn. 
My reason for making 
the statement is that the soy bean 
is now7 being used for food.
